STEALING GOOD WILL ON THE IN- 
STALLMENT PLAN. 


Sellers of standardized patented, copyrighted 
or trade marked goods are, it has been pointed 
out, dealing in two quite distinct things, viz: 
the actual, physical articles they sell and the 
assurance of the worth of those articles. 
If a man buys a Ford automobile he buys a 
certain piece of machinery designed for a 
specific purpose; he also acquires the assur- 
ance that that piece of machinery will perform 
satisfactorily the service he expects it to per- 
form. If a man buys a package of Kellogg’s 
Corn Flakes he secures a quantity of prepared, 
cooked kernels of corn; he has also the satis- 
faction of feeling that he has a nutritious, 
safe and palatable food. If a man buys a copy 
of Churchill’s “Inside of the Cup,” he has in 
his possession not merely one pound of ink- 
spattered paper sewn between two covers, he 
knows that he has a piece of fiction which 
several hundred thousand people have ac- 
claimed stimulating and suggestive. 

Now, it is obvious that we have to deal 
with two diverse sorts of values, one concrete, 
one more or less intangible, but no less real. 
It is also obvious that with the latter sort of 
values the individual retailer has little or 
nothing to do. He buys merchandise of the 
manufacturer and pays the manufacturer for 
it. For the market reputation of the manu- 
facturer’s goods, a reputation based, perhaps, 
on years of effort and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars spent in advertising, the dealer, in 
any one individual case, pays comparatively 
nothing. The good will or trade reputation 
of an article is the creation primarily of its 
maker or manufacturer, (of the author, or his 
agent, the publisher). The latter may and 
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does allow the retailer to trade upon that 
reputation. He may and does share it vol- 
untarily with the purchasers of his goods. 
But that does not; or should not, give them 
any right in or to it. Good will is obtained 
by the expenditure, in wise union, of brains, 
energy and money. Intangible though it may 
be it has nevertheless a real property value. 
It can be given away, sold or stolen just as 
any other property can be. 

It may be objected, however, that though 
these two sorts of value inhere in every stand- 
ardized patented, trademarked or copyrighted 
article, it is diffieult, or indeed, quite impos- 
sible, to separate them. But is it? 

Unless we are mistaken, a well-known trade- 
marked watch company once made an offer 
to a certain notorious price-cutting depart- 
ment store, in substantially these words: 
“You state you are cutting prices (to 
a point that we know is below cost to 
you), only to afford your customers the lowest 
possible prices on a standard piece of mer- 
chandise. You add that you are having diffi- 
culty in securing supplies of the article in 
question. We state that you are cutting 
prices for advertising purposes; utilizing the 
good will we have created—our property— 
to effect profitable sales in other lines of mer- 
chandise you carry. To prove our point, 
we will make you this offer: we will sell you 
all our watches you desire, at our regular 
prices without restriction, but on the one 
condition that you do not, with them, trade on 
our reputation, that is, that you do not sell 
them as Blank watches, but under some 
private brand name that you can select. We 
guarantee that the watches will be the same 
watches in every respect but name. Simply 
you will not be able to exploit our watch’s 
reputation for what we claim to be private 
advertising purposes. You will, according to 
your own statement, serve your own public 
just as well, but at no trouble to yourselves.” 
The department store is said to have ignored 
the offer. 

Is it impossible to separate the material ar- 
ticle and the abstract good will value added 
to that article by author and publisher. Let 
us see how it would work out in the book 
trade. Suppose some isolated store started 
out for the transient advertising gained to cut 
prices on “The Inside of the Cup” aforemen- 
tioned. Would it not be possible for the pub- 
lisher of that novel to go to that price cutter 
and say: “You claim your only desire is to 
give your customers full value received for 
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their money. I claim that in attempting to cut 
prices on “The Inside of the Cup’ you are 
destroying the author’s good will, tending to 
render the sale of his books at retail difficult 
or impossible, in short, stealing his property. 
If you are sincere in your protestation you will 
accept this offer: I will sell you all the copies 
you want of The Inside of the Cup, by

The above conversation is, of course, an 
imaginary one, but by carrying the case to the 
point of reductio ad absurdum, it possibly 
makes clear a point sometimes obscured. 
When a retailer buys outright a standardized 
patented, trademarked o1 copyrighted article 
he does not, as the legal phrase runs, buy “all 
right, title and interest of every sort therein.” 
The good will in the article, by common jus- 
tice as well as legal precedent, remains with 
its creator.

BAKER & TAYLOR CO. INSTALLED IN 
ROOMY NEW QUARTERS. 


Asiwe from the fact that the painters have 
been busy this week in the Baker & Taylor 
Company’s new quarters at 354 Fourth Avenue 
there has been nothing to indicate to the 
casual visitor that it was the first week in the 
new home. In fact,so smoothly did the whole 
process of moving the half million volumes, 


requiring about 2000 cases, go on that all the 
details of the business were carried on as 
usual and orders were filled without delay. 

The new quarters with an abundance of 
light from two sides afford a pleasant con- 
trast to the old location on Union Square 
where a good deal of the work was done by 
artificial light. The ninth floor houses the 
offices, sample room, pricing department and 
shipping department, while the tenth floor is 
devoted to the stock. A private stairway and 
elevator and three or four small lifts of the 
dumb-waiter type connect the two floors. In 
all the company occupies some 37,000 square 
feet on the two floors. 


INVESTIGATION OF PRICE-MAINTE- 
NANCE. 


Tue Committee on the Maintenance of Re- 
sale Prices of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States of America held a session in 
Chicago last week. This committee, it will 
be remembered, was appointed in the latter 
part of 1914 and made a preliminary report 
at the convention of the Chamber in Wash- 
ington on February 5 of this year which was 
reprinted in the PusitisHers’ WEEKLY for 
February 13, I915. 

The convention at that time instructed the 
committee to continue its investigations, and 
to discover and state, if possible, the elements 
of the price-maintenance problem in such a 
way that these statements might be made the 
basis of a referendum or general vote of the 
ee members of the National Cham- 

er. 

At its Chicago sessions the committee ap- 
pointed two sub-committees to prepare, respec- 
tively, statements in favor of and against the 
adoption of legislation in favor of the restora- 
tion of the producet’s right to enter into resale 
price contracts. 

The committee as a result of its discussion 
has decided, whatever form its recommenda- 
tions take, the question of price-maintenance 
is inseparably connected with the problem of 
advertising. 

The committee is anxious to get from every 
source possible (consumers, dealers, associa- 
tions or others), facts, accompanied by figures 
and specific details, which bear upon price- 
maintenance and related questions such as: 

(1) Is there an essential distinction between 
branded and unbranded goods, to the advan- 
tage of the former? 

(2) Are advertised or unadvertised goods 
more economical to the consumer ? 

(3) Is legislation desirable to require mer- 
chandise to be truthfully advertised and de- 
scribed ? 

(4) Do competitive conditions prevent the 
making of exorbitant profits? and 

(5) Does price-cutting actually reduce the 
value of, and hinder the distribution of, iden- 
tified goods? By “identified” goods is meant 
goods sold under trade-mark, brand or other 
means of designating the producer. 

Each member of the committee is authorized 
to receive details of such cases. These will 
be forwarded to the chairman, to be digested 
and prepared for consideration by the com- 
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mittee at future meetings, and such of these 
as are pertinent will be incorporated in its 
recommendations. The opportunity for co- 
operation from the book trade is patent. —

NEW YORK BOOKSELLERS’ 
FIELD DAY. 


Aspe from the fact that June 26th is a 
Saturday, it is hereby declared a legal half- 
holiday—by order of the New York Book- 
sellers’ League. For on that day net prices, 
best-sellers, worst-sellers, and all other “carp- 
ing cares” will be locked up in the office safe 
and the League will adjourn en masse to 
Staten Island for the big annual outdoor “joy- 
fest.” 

Last year the first field day was tried out as 
an experiment, and everybody had such a good 
time that “field day” became instantaneously 
a “regular institution”—just like the dinners 
down at the Brevoort. Instead of Boehm’s 
park, however, the party is to be held this year 
at Midland Park Hotel and grounds at Grant 
City, Staten Island. This location is one of 
the prettiest and most accessible on the Island, 
and for the benefit of those who still cherish 
prejudicial recollections of the grafting chauf- 
feurs who drove the “shuttle” automobiles 
from the station to the grounds last year it 
might be well to add that the trolley runs 
right to the grounds. 

The committee in charge is arranging an 
elaborate program of field sports for both la- 
dies and gentlemen. All who intend to enter 
the fat man’s race are warned to begin training 
at once. It would be well to begin practicing 
the three-legged race with one’s family rainy 
evenings, too. There will of course be the 
usual big baseball game in the afternoon, while 
a riotous night of bowling, dancing, etc., etc., 
will follow the big “feed.” The committee also 
announces that it has in prospect “a surprise 
in the way of an extra attraction.” 


LEAGUE 


YORK BOOKSELLERS’ SCHOOL 
TO HOLD OPEN MEETING. 


For the benefit of those members of the 
American Booksellers’ Association who may 
remain over until Friday of Convention week, 
as well as for the book trade of New York 
City, the Booksellers’ School at the West Side 
Y. M. C. A. in New York City will hold an 
open session on May 14th to which all are 
invited. Following the hour on literature by 
Van Wyck Brooks, there will be a lecture by 
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Temple Scott on bookmaking, past and pres- 
ent, which will be illustrated by lantern slides 
and by a moving picture film showing the 
entire process of making a modern book; the 
latter will be loaned by Ginn & Co. and is a 
duplicate of the film which is being displayed 
by them at the San Francisco Exposition. 
Aside from the interest of the lectures by Mr. 
Brooks and Mr. Scott, the evening will doubt- 
less be of especial interest to many members 
of the book trade as showing a real book- 
sellers’ school in action. 

On April 23d, following the lecture on Ital- 
ian and Spanish literature, Temple Scott took 
up the subject of selling by mail. A book- 
seller should put as much thought, he said, 
into the catalogs and the advertising matter 
that go out from his store as he does into any 
other feature of his business. Especially did 
he recommend that in his catalogs, and indeed 
in every department of his business, the book- 
seller get as much of the personal note as pos- 
sible, that he recommend books personally 
where he honestly can; and cited the chatty 
little addresses with which the late Bertram 
Dobell used to preface his catalogs. He also 
emphasized the importance of the follow-up 
correspondence in bookselling by mail. 

During the week preceding the lecture Mr. 
Scott had sent the following interesting list 
of questions to each member of the school 
and he discussed the answers at the close of 
his lecture: 

1. Write a letter in reply to a lady asking for the 


best romance dealing with the period of Charles II 
of England. 

2. Write a letter in reply to a communication 
from a gentleman asking for books which would give 
him some information of the social life of England 
in Shakespeare’s time. 

3. What book would you recommend to a customer 
who wanted a work on the Clans and Tartans of 
Scotland? 

4. Give the names of the novels in which the fol- 
lowing characters occur: The Golden Dustman, Miss 
Mowcher, The Man whose moustache went up and 
whose nose went down whenever he laughed, Do- 
minie Sampson, Javert, Doctor Primrose, Dick Swiv- 
eller, Parson Adams and Newman Noggs. ; 

5. Who wrote “The Letters to Clarinda,” ‘‘The 
Boneaultier Ballads,” ‘“Ingoldsby Legends,” ‘‘Doc- 
tor Syntax in Search of a Wife,” ‘‘The Federalist,” 


and “Ettrick Shepherd’s Tales.” What editions of 
these would you recommend a customer to buy? 

6. Which “Life of Christ” would you recommend 
to (1) a Congregationalist; (2) an Episcopalian; (3) 


a Unitarian? 


WASHINGTON PRICE-CUTTING DRUG- 

GIST SUES MANUFACTURERS OF 

BEECH-NUT GUM AND THE RIKER- 
HEGEMAN CO. 

CLAIMS ReE-sALE Prick AGREEMENTS VIOLATE 
ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

James O’Donnell, who has won price-cutting 
suits against the Sanatogen and Gillette safety 
razor people has brought suit in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia against the 
Beech-Nut Packing Company for “the sum of 
$10,000, and three-fold that amount, to wit, 
$30,000 and costs of this suit,” claiming that 
the company’s agreements with jobbers and re- 
tailers whereby they refuse to sell to him 
unless he signs an agreement to maintain 
prices are “unlawful and in restraint of trade.” 
Aside from the exemplification of the effective- 
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ness. of the Beech-Nut policy of price mainte- 
nance, without the aid of patent monopoly, the 
suit is of interest in that it is one of the first 
cases to invoke the new anti-trust laws against 
a manufacturer who tries indirectly to con- 
trol his product from factory to consumer. 
Although Beech-Nut gum is a comparatively 
new product the company has been able to get 
such effective jobber and retailer agreements 
that since December oth, 1914. O’Donnell, who 
claims to do $10,000 worth of gum business a 
year, has been unable to fill the numerous de- 
mands which are made upon him daily for 
Beech-Nut gum. About April 5th of the cur- 
rent year the manufacturer modified the ex- 
pedient resorted to last December of refusing 
to sell or allow jobbers to supply a price- 
cutter (unless the later would enter into the 
agreement to maintain prices) and adopted a 
slightly different policy, whereby, inferentially, 
there was no flat refusal to sell to O’Donnell 
or any other price-cutter but rather a proposi- 
tion whereby the price-cutter would be sup- 
plied but only at what he terms “an exorbi- 
tant and prohibitive price.” This last policy 
is the basis for the charges in the third count 
of the O’Donnell complaint to the effect that 
the Beech-Nut Company sells to others at a 
less price than it will sell to the cut-rate firm, 
and consequently “does discriminate in price 
between different purchasers of commodities.” 
In an interesting reversal of expected con- 
ditions O’Donnell has also sued the Riker- 
Hegeman Company of New York themselves 
not without some reputation for price-cutting, 
on the same charge and for the same amount 
in connection with their refusal to sell him 
“Mary Garden Extract,” for which they are 
the American agent and on which also O’Don- 
nell wishes to cut the price. Refusal to sign 
an agreement proffered by the Riker-Hege- 
man Company, the object of which was to 
standardize prices, resulted in the closing to 
O’Donnell of the ordinary channels of trade 
for the distribution of the article. 
O’Donnell makes the ingenious claim that 
were he to subscribe to the price-fixing agree- 
ment proposed by these manufacturers he 
would himself violate the law. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF BRITISH PUB- 
LISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 


RESOLUTION PAssep CoNCERNING AUSTRALASIAN 
RiGgHTs IN AMERICAN Books 


On March 30, the British Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting at Stationers’ 
Hall, in London. The president, in moving the 
adoption of the annual report, said he had little 
to add to what was printed, but that he could 
not refrain from one note of warning to pub- 
lishers. While the present, he said, is a time 
of war conditions and of exceptions, when 
peace comes the publishers will have to con- 
sider very carefully what the future of pub- 
lishers in England is going to be. There is an 
increasing tendency to give away books on sale 
or return, he said, and that is exactly the dan- 
ger which upset the bookselling trade. It was 
only the institution of the net book system 
which saved the bookselling trade from utter 





ruin. But it is up to the publishers to consider 
the fact that there is no one to pull the pub- 
lishers out of the fire if they ever find them- 
selves in the position in which the bookselling 
trade found itself. The motion was seconded 


and the report adopted. 


Mr. Blackwood proposed a resolution dealing 
with the advisability of members of the asso- 


ciation purchasing British rights in American 


books only in cases where the purchase in- 
cluded the Australasian market. He expressed 
the opinion that the very strongest efforts 
should be made to uphold their position in this 
matter. It seemed to him extraordinarily un- 
just that when they bought the British rights 
in an American book they should not also buy 
the colonial rights. His firm had always re- 
fused to buy without those rights. 

Mr. Harrap, of the University Tutorial 
Press, seconded the motion and said special 
attention ought to be given to the matter at this 
particular time. 

Mr. Longman supported the proposal, but 
expressed the hope that British publishers 
would see that American authors did not suf- 
fer in royalties by the carrying of such a rule 
into effect. 

Mr. Spurgeon of Cassell & Co., said he 
did not think the American author got less 
royalty so far as Australia was concerned 
from British publishers. 

Eventually the following resolution was 
agreed to unanimously: 

“That it is advisable that members of the 
Publishers’ Association should purchase Brit- 
ish rights in American books only when the 
Australasian market is included in the pur- 
chase, and that the Secretary should obtain 
the signatures of members to an undertaking 
embodying this, such undertaking to be bind- 
ing for a period of not less than three years.” 

The officers elected for the coming year are: 
Reginald J. Smith, K. C., president; James H. 
Blackwood, vice-president; and W. M. Mere- 
dith, treasurer. 


TRADE IN CANADA QUIET BUT 
OPTIMISTIC. 


Special Correspondence to the PustisHers’ WEEKLY. 


Toronto, April 22—A round of the Cana- 
dian publishing houses at the present moment 
shows business in an exceedingly quiet condi- 
tion. Booksellers are buying from hand to 
mouth and in consequence there is little move- 
ment around the warehouses. From now un- 
til the early fall it is anticipated that the 
stagnation will continue. By that time it is 
confidently hoped that the European situation 
will have improved to such an extent as to 
inspire the book-buying public with more 
cheerfulness, while the prospect of an abund- 
ant crop with high prices will have restored 
general confidence in the financial condition 
of the country. Meanwhile it is undoubtedly 
hard grubbing for the bookmen, who are 
under heavy expense in keeping up their es- 
tablishments. 

That people are not buying books just now 
is obvious. This is unfortunately a direction 
in which they can practice economy easily. 
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Those who are readers are going back to 
their old favorites or else are patronizing the 
public libraries to a greater extent than be- 
fore. The latter circumstance is proved by 
the circulation returns of the Toronto Public 
Library which are very considerably in excess 
of last year and that without any very marked 
increase in the population. This is, of course, 
hard on the bookseller, who is losing the sale 
of such books as formerly he was able to 
sell in fair quantities. 

There has been a most decided falling off 
in the demand for war books. The market 
has been flooded with a tremendous lot of 
them, good, bad and indifferent, and at first 
they were just about the only books that were 
selling in the Dominion. There was naturally 
great curiosity to learn the causes of the war 
and to find out something about the countries 
that were at war, but after these had been 
exhausted and the public had become fed 
up on war topics there was a revulsion of 
feeling and war books as such are pretty much 
a drug on the market. Unfortunately people 
have not been substituting anything for these 
war books, and, instead, are confining their 
reading to the newspapers and the magazines 
very largely. 

There has not been any great reduction 
in the number of novels to appear this season 
in Canadian editions. The publishers have 
made a brave showing, though the size of 
the editions is noticeably smaller. First 
orders have been disappointingly small and 
authors who would ordinarily sell to 5,000 
copies, have slumped to 1,500, and the rest in 
proportion. There is simply not a market 
for anything at present in the book world and 
were it not that war orders for ammunition 
and supplies, and big crops were in prospect, 
the outlook would be serious. However, there 
is a streak of optimism running through the 
trade and once the war is over the feeling 
is that there will be a great boom in books. 
It is just a case of sitting tight. 

Necessarily there is very little publishing 
of purely Canadian books. This department 
of activity which was growing to nice pro- 
portions before the war broke out, is now re- 
duced pretty well to the vanishing point. 
Practically the only volume of any great 
importance which has appeared is Major-Gen- 
eral Steele’s “Forty Years in Canada,” a book 
of reminiscences of more than passing inter- 
est. The work takes on a special significance 
in view of the fact that General Steele, who, 
by the way, commanded the Strathcona Horse 
in the Boer War, is gazetted to take command 
of the Second Canadian Contingent, now on 
the way to England. The publishers are 
McClelland, Goodchild & Stewart. 

The same publishing house is responsible 
for a valuable little reference book, “The Cana- 
dian Women’s Annual and Social Service Di- 
rectory,” edited by Emily A. E. and E. C. 
Weaver, which has recently appeared. It 
gives a resumé of the work of various women’s 
organizations throughout the Dominion. 

A new edition of “The Life of Lord Strath- 
cona,” by W. T. R. Preston, which created 
such a stir on its first appearance in January, 


is shortly to appear from the same firm and 
also a new and enlarged edition of Marjorie 
Pickthall’s “The Drift of Pinions,” a book 
of verse of singular charm, which ranks high 
among the works of the Canadian poets. 

The only other publishers who are produc- 
ing Canadian books at the present moment 
are J. M. Dent & Sons, who through their 
Toronto branch have at least four volumes 
in preparation. One of these, “Jean Baptiste,” 
is a novel of habitant life in Quebec, written 
with much feeling and insight, by Professor 
J. E. Le Rossignol of the University of Ne- 
vada, an ex-Canadian, who still cherishes a 
deep love for the romantic land of his birth, 
Lower Canada. 

Peter McArthur, whose contributions to 
the Canadian press on agricultural subjects 
have won him friends all over the country, 
has collected a number of his best essays 
and is bringing them out in book form under 
the title, “Round the Year on a Canadian 
Farm.” The book will be ready in May. 

Such other books as are in preparation will 
be held over until the fall season, when it is 
hoped that thev will have a better chance. 

The work of removing the plant of the 
Methodist Book and Publishing Company from 
the old Wesley Building on Richmond Street 
to the new building just erected on Queen 
Street, West is now in progress. It is ex- 
pected that the office and wholesale book de- 
partment will be in their new quarters by the 
beginning of June. 

There has been a slight shifting of travel- 
ing representatives lately. E. S. Fowkes, who 
has been traveling from coast to coast for 
the Macmillan Company of Canada, goes to 
the Copp, Clarke Company to assume the work 
of George Thompson who has been added 
to the staff of the Oxford University Press, 
Canadian’s Branch. Mr. Fowke’s place has 
been taken by Mr. Pike, a newcomer from 
New York. 

The Canadian Bookman is a new literary 
publication in the form of the London Nation, 
which is appearing monthly and is being cir- 
culated among libraries and bookbuyers. It 
is edited by Lindsay Crawford, literary editor 
of the Toronto Globe. W.A, C.
